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6  War'  mongering 

"One  has  only  regularly  to  read  the 
Chemist  &  Druggist  to  realise  that  it  is  full 
of  anti  dispensing  doctor  propaganda, 
and  an  impartial  observer  would  soon 
realise  that  the  'war'  was  being  waged  by 
pharmacists."  That  comment  by  Dr  John 
McA.  Williams,  the  dispensing  doctor 
columnist,  appears  in  the  latest  issue  of 
MIMS  Magazine,  in  reply  to  a  letter  in 
General  Practitioner  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  —  which  had 
called  for  more  emphasis  on  goodwill 
between  the  professions  to  resolve  rural 
dispensing  problems. 

We  are  naturally  very  sorry  to  find 
ourselves  involved  in  a  "war,"  but  we 
certainly  make  no  apology  for  providing  a 
platform  for  the  airing  of  rural 
pharmacists'  difficulties  and  disputes,  nor 
for  publishing  their  attempts  to  put  things 
right  —  just  as  the  medical  Press  does  for 
the  doctor's  side  of  the  case. 

In  a  war  there  is  disputed  territory  and 
in  this  case  it  is  the  right  to  dispense  for 
rural  patients.  For  the  pharmacist  it  is  his 
homeland  that  he  stands  to  lose;  for  the 
doctor  it  is  a  question  of  annexation  of 
territory  that  can  be  exploited  for  profit. 
No  wonder  pharmacists  stand  up  and 
fight. 

Who  fired  the  first  shots?  Well  in  NHS 
terms  the  bitterness  stems  very  much  from 
the  publication  of  the  British  Medical 
Association's  "Doctors  Charter"  in  1975 
in  which  it  was  stated:  "Every  rural  family 
doctor  should  be  free  to  dispense  for  his 
patients  if  he  so  wishes  and  remain  free  to 
do  so."  It  was  a  claim  that  sought  to 
remove  from  the  pharmacist  his  birthright 
—  the  work  for  which  he  had  been  trained 
and  for  which  the  doctor  had  not. 

Seventeen  years  on,  and  last  week's 
issue  of  General  Practitioner  carried  an 
eight-page  section  titled  "How  to  dispense 
from  your  surgery,"  with  the  first  article 
headed  "Consider  the  legal  position  if  you 
want  to  start  dispensing"  (the  italics  are 
ours).  Only  on  the  last  page  of  the  feature 
does  an  item  appear  "GP-pharmacist 
standstill  has  worked  well."  It  emphasises 


that  the  forthcoming  statutory 
enforcement  of  the  "standstill"  will  not 
change  the  mile  limit  nor  the  "special 
difficulty"  provision,  but  will  ensure  there 
are  no  sudden  changes  in  rural  areas.  All 
this  depends  upon  areas  remaining  "rural 
in  character"  —  and  here  we  can  be  sure 
that  doctors  will  defend  what  they  have 
won  over  the  years,  and  are  still  winning, 
changed  circumstances  or  no  changed 
circumstances. 

The  difficulty  is  that  doctors  in  general 
have,  perhaps  not  unnaturally,  taken  the 
view  that  dispensing  is  a  mechanical,  not  a 
professional  operation;  that  it  is 
profitable,  and  that  it  suits  his  patients. 
On  the  first  count,  pharmacists  would 
take  strong  issue  —  and  have  plenty  of 
examples  to  prove  their  own  professional 
input,  in  many  cases  saving  the  doctor's 
face  if  not  the  patient's  life.  On  the  last 
point  the  question  ignored  is  whether  the 
patient  could  be  better  served  by  a  full 
pharmaceutical  service,  a  service  denied 
because  the  prescriptions  are  dispensed  at 
the  surgery.  If  rural  doctors  could  only 
admit  that  pharmacists  have  a  role  to  play 
in  their  communities  and  in  the  health 
team,  peace  could  be  declared  just  as  soon 
as  the  combined  weight  of  the  two 
professions  persuaded  the  DHSS  to 
reward  the  rural  practitioner  adequately 
for  doing  only  the  work  for  which  he  is 
trained.  ■

Assistant  was  not 
'responsible' 
for  medicines  sales 

A  dispensing  assistant  at  a  London 
pharmacy  could  not  be  held  criminally 
responsible  for  illegal  sales  of  medicines, 
two  judges  in  the  High  Court  ruled  last 
week. 

Lord  Justice  Donaldson,  sitting  in  the 
Queens  Bench  Divisional  Court  with  Mr 
Justice  Webster,  rejected  an  argument  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  the 
assistant,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  shop 
when  the  sales  took  place,  purported  to 
act  as  "the  manager  of  the  body 
corporate"  which  owned  the  shop.  The 
Society  prosecuted  the  assistant,  Mr  Louis 
Isaac  Rosin,  for  failing  to  ensure  that  the 
sale  of  restricted  medicines  took  place 
under  the  personal  control  of  a 
pharmacist. 

The  Society  also  accused  Mr  Rosin,  an 


CHC  'hearing'  for 
Wakering  pharmacist 


"Looks  like  we'/e  hit 
employee  for  22  years  at  a  pharmacy  at 
St  John's  Hill,  Battersea,  of  consenting 
to,  conniving  in,  or  failing  to  prevent  the 
illegal  sales  of  medicines  not  in  the 
Medicines  (General  Sale  List)  Order  1980, 
in  four  different  cases  on  the  same  day  in 
June  last  year. 

The  prosecution  was  originally  heard 
by  stipendiary  magistrate  Mr  John 
Fordham  at  South  Western  Magistrates 
Court  in  December,  1981.  The  magistrate 
dismissed  the  case.  He  said  that,  although 
Mr  Rosin  might  loosely  be  described  as 
the  manager  of  the  shop  premises  at  the 
time,  he  could  not  be  described  as  the 
manager  of  the  body  corporate. 

Last  week  the  Society  appealed  against 
that  decision,  but  both  judges  upheld  the 
magistrate's  finding.  Mr  Robert  Webb, 
counsel  for  the  Society,  said  that  the 
company  owning  the  pharmacy, 
Emblecrest  (Heme  Hill)  Ltd,  had  already 
been  convicted  of  various  offences  arising 
out  of  the  illegal  sales.  The  Society  was 
now  seeking  guidance  as  to  whether  senior 


using  the  shop.  Around  50  per  cent  of 
sales  were  of  medical  items  and  in  many 
cases  the  sales  had  been  coupled  with 
advice.  "Patients  could  be  informed  that 
they  do  now  have  the  opportunity  to 
choose  where  they  have  their  medicine 
dispensed,"  he  said. 

Mr  Collin  referred  to  two  specific 
cases  when  patients  wished  to  "avail 
themselves  of  this  privilege."  One 
concerned  a  mother  whose  baby  had  a 
milk  allergy.  Special  milk  was  obtained 
from  the  GP  pharmacy  on  prescription 
but  on  this  occasion  the  pharmacy  was  out 
of  stock.  She  said  she  would  like  a 
prescription  to  take  to  the  local  pharmacy 
but  unfortunately  this  prescription  was 
refused. 

The  other  case  concerned  a  patient 
with  back  trouble.  One  of  the  doctors 
called  to  visit  the  patient  but  instead  of 
leaving  a  prescription  to  be  dispensed  at 
the  local  pharmacy  the  patient's  wife  was 
obliged  to  call  at  the  surgery  after  the  GP 
had  finished  his  calls. 

Mr  Collin  said  the  patients  had  the 
right  to  choose  to  be  given  a  prescription 
to  be  dispensed  at  the  local  pharmacy. 
The  CHC  could,  if  it  wished,  encourage

staff  in  charge  of  individual  pharmacies 
could  be  held  liable  for  this  kind  of 
offence  as  well  as  the  companies 
themselves. 

He  said  the  Society  was  facing  a 
situation  where  pharmacy  businesses  were 
being  brought  cheaply.  Sales  of  resticted 
medicines  were  taking  place  when 
pharmacists  were  not  on  the  premises. 
"Drug  addicts  and  abusers  get  to  know 
within  days  that  there  is  lapse  in  control  in 
certain  areas,"  said  Mr  Webb. 

Dismissing  the  appeal,  Mr  Justice 
Donaldson  said  Mr  Rosin  could  not  be 
said  to  be  a  manager  of  the  body 
corporate  at  Emblecrest  because  he  was 
too  remote  from  the  company's  alter  ego, 
which  was  restricted  to  higher  company 
officials.  Neither  could  he  accept  that  Mr 
Rosin  purported  to  act  as  such  a  manager. 
He  said:  "It  seems  to  me  the  function  of  a 
manager  of  a  body  corporate  is  different 
from  the  function  of  somebody  who  is 
employed  to  manage  premises  of  the  body 
corporate."  ■ 


patients  to  seek  pharmacists'  advice  on 
medicinal  problems  and  minor  ailments. 
He  felt  that  if  only  patients  were  made 
aware  of  the  services  a  pharmacy  could 
provide  in  Great  Wakering  the  pharmacy 
could  remain  viable. 

Mr  Collin  said  he  intended  to  raise 
these  two  points  with  the  Family 
Practitioner  Committee.  The  CHC 
secretary  pointed  out  that  complaints 
could  only  be  taken  up  on  an  individual 
level.  The  CHC  had,  in  the  past,  tried  to 
talk  about  the  location  of  GPs'  premises 
but  without  success.  The  chairman  felt 
that  if  these  two  instances  were  taken  up 
with  the  FPC  the  doctors'  practice  would 
see  that  they  did  not  happen  again.  Mr 
Collin's  comments  were  noted  by  the 
Council.  ■

Mr  Lawrence  Collin,  the  proprietor  of  the 
Great  Wakering  pharmacy,  who  is 
appealing  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
regarding  a  recent  decision  from  Essex 
Family  Practitioner  Committee,  told 
Southend  District  Community  Health 
Council  last  month  that  as  a  consequence 
his  pharmacy  may  have  to  close  —  the 
decision  allows  a  two  year  period  of  notice 
before  patients  are  to  be  transferred  from 
the  doctor's  dispensing  to  the  prescribing 
list,  unless  the  Clothier  report  is 
implemented  first.  He  has  also  given 
specific  instances  of  patients  wishing  to 
avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to 
choose  where  their  medicines  are 
dispensed. 

Mr  Collin  felt  that  it  was  not  the 
intended  wish  of  Southend  CHC  at  its 
meeting  in  January  1982  [that  his 
pharmacy  should  close].  Patients  of  Great 
Wakering  were  not  against  the  pharmacy 
but  wanted  the  right  to  choose. 

An  increasing  number  of  people  were 
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'Standards'  warning 
from  President 

The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  warned  community 
pharmacists  to  ensure  that  Members  of 
Parliament  and  the  community  receive  the 
standard  and  type  of  service  set  out  in  the 
Society's  policy  statement  when  they 
make  personal  contacts  with  the 
profession. 

Professor  Beckett  was  defending  the 
Society's  public  relations  record  at  the 
Branch  Representatives  meeting  last 
week.  A  combined  motion  from  the  North 
Metropolitan  and  Bromley  Branches 
called  on  the  Society's  director  of  public 
relations  and  its  members  to  contact  their 
MP's  on  a  regular  and  frequent  basis  and 
for  the  Society  to  review  with  some 
urgency  the  means  by  which  it  influences 
political  opinion  by  central  lobbying. 
Professor  Beckett  said  this  was  but  one 
side  of  public  relations  and  could  be  of  no 
avail  because  even  if  a  first  class  service 
was  being  provided  in  most  pharmacies.  It 
only  needed  a  significant  proportion  of 
influential  people  to  have  a  different 
experience  in  the  pharmacies  they  used  for 
our  national  reputation  to  be  tarnished. 

"My  message  is  that  every  single 
community  pharmacist  must  provide  a 
service  that  will  justify  this  philosophy  .  .  . 
The  public  must  be  aware  of  the  value  of 
seeking  primary  health  care  in  their  local 
pharmacy." 

It  was  a  golden  opportunity  for  true 
public  relations  but  one  which  could  be 
lost.  The  function  of  the  profession  was 
quite  correctly  coming  under  the  scrutiny 
of  the  Government  and  its  bodies  and 
should  not  be  found  wanting. 

Mr  K.  Mortimer,  Bromley,  proposing 
the  motion  reminded  the  meeting  of  the 
significant  issues  of  the  past  year  affecting 
the  future  of  the  profession  and  involving 
public  relations  —  Tenterden  and  Great 

New  statement  on 
conduct  by  1984? 

The  present  statement  upon  Matters  of 
Professional  Conduct  last  revised  in  1970 
is  currently  undergoing  revision.  This 
announcement  was  made  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  branch 
representatives  last  week  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Ethics  Committee,  Mr  Bill  Darling. 
The  revision  is  unlikely  to  be  completed 
and  approved  before  mid-1984. 

Dr  I.  Jones,  Halifax,  had  called  on  the 
Society  to  initiate  and  organise  debate 
within  the  branches  and  regions  on  the 
statement.  Because  of  its  age  it  was 
misleading  on  a  factual  basis  in  some 
respects.  He  referred  to  significant 
developments  over  the  past  12  years  with 
regard  to  advertising  and  the  problems  of 
establishing  pharmacies  in  medical  group 
practices. 

A  more  positive  emphasis  should  be 
placed  in  the  statement  and  advice  given 
to  the  pharmacist  in  an  encouraging  way, 
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Wakering;  the  bulk  prescribing  issue;  the 
Departmental  inquiry  into  the  role  of  the 
pharmacist  and  discussions  on  education. 
Progress  could  be  made  with  these  issues 
if  we  utilised  our  political  influence  with 
our  politicians 

"Council  are  the  elected  leaders  of  the 
profession.  What  we  now  require  is 
leadership!  ...  In  this  respect,  there 
should  be  clear  liaison  between  the 
Council  and  the  director  of  public 
relations.  He  should  have  clear  guidlines 
within  which  to  operate  and  clear 
objectives  endorsed  by  Council." 

Various  speakers  gave  instances  of 
successful  contact  with  MP's  at  local 
level.  Mr  John  Mitchell,  Leeds,  said 
motions  to  MP's  should  not  be 
"overdone"  but  co-ordinated. 

Summing  up,  Mr  Mortimer  said  his 
motion  was  not  an  attack  upon  current 
Council  activity  nor  on  the  director  of 
public  relations  and  welcomed  Professor 
Beckett's  mention  of  standards.  This  was 
important  because,  if  we  create  an  image, 
then  we  as  a  profession  must  see  the 
standards  we  have  are  maintained  and 
improved  along  with  the  image. 

This  is  why  it  must  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council  to  identify 
the  policy,  communicate  it  to  the 
profession  and  then  co-ordinate  the  [PR] 
activity. 

Outlining  the  Society's  policy,  the 
chairman  of  the  Organisation  Committee, 
Mr  Max  Gordon,  said  "The  Society's 
Parliamentary  liaison  activities  are  kept 
under  constant  review  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  achieve  improvements  within 
current  resources.  The  Society,  however, 
does  not  hesitate  to  make  its  view  known 
to  Members  of  both  Houses,  especially 
when  strong  messages  on  specific  issues 
are  needed  to  gain  the  attention  of  MPs." 

A  large  majority  of  the  representatives 
supported  the  motion.  It  had  been 
seconded  by  Mr  A.J.  Edwards,  North 
Metropolitan.  ■

give  more  clarification  and  explanation 
and  be  more  generally  helpful.  At  present 
it  is  a  sombre  document  foreboding  of  evil 
things  for  those  who  do  things  they  should 
not." 

The  new  statement  could  back  the 
pharmacist  in  the  more  clearly  defined 
role  of  giving  advice  to  medical  profession 
and  to  members  of  the  public. 

A  small  working  party  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Ethics  Committee  and 
Mr  Darling  assured  Dr  Jones  that  points 
raised  by  him  would  be  considered.  He 
thought  the  1984  meeting  was  the  most 
likely  time  for  consideration  of  this 
revision. 

"A  task  of  this  nature  must  be  done 
properly  and  there  must  be  sufficient  time 
for  the  branches  to  give  the  revision  their 
full  consideration." 

After  Mr  Jones  had  congratulated 
Council  "on  anticipating  the  needs  of  the 
Halifax  Branch"  the  motion  was  put  to 
the  vote  and  carried.  ■

Over  the  years  I  have  been  amused  to  see 
the  fluctuation  of  effort  put  into  grabbing 
the  biggest  possible  share  of  the  razor 
blade  market  by  Wilkinson  and  Gillette.

Now  we  see 
Wilkinson  are  revamping  their  entire 
range  with  new  packaging  which,  they 
say,  will  give  a  uniform  brand  identity  but 
a  clear  differentiation  of  product. 

To  both  firms  I  can  only  say  "About 
time  too".  I've  never  had  so  much  trouble 
from  poor  old  codgers  who  come  in  and 
help  themselves  to  the  latest  single  or 
twin-blade  refills,  pay  and  depart,  only  to 
return  a  few  days  later  with  a  hopelessly 
opened  pack  which  "Won't  fit  my  razor 
—  can  you  change  it?"  What  can  you  say? 
All  blades  look  the  same  when  sealed  in 
this  patent  vacuum-formed  pesky  bubble 
pack. 

Since  the  Gillette  rep  calls  fairly 
regularly  I  generally  swap  their's  over  and 
sort  it  out  later.  But  I  haven't  seen  a 
Wilkinson  rep  for  ages  so,  unkindly,  sell 
the  customer  another  product,  give  him 
the  company  address  and  tell  him  to  write 
and  moan.  It  looks  as  though  it  worked! 

Formulation 

A  campaign  is  being  run  in  Northampton 
this  month  which  aims  at  educating  the 
public  so  they  will  pressure  the  doctor  to 
avoid  prescribing  liquid  medicines  which 
contain  sugar,  because  it  causes  dental 
caries.  I  like  the  twist  and  hope  records 


are  being  kept  to  judge  the  effect.  As  you 
know  I  have  long  considered  it  ridiculous 
to  formulate  with  sugar  (here  we  go  again 
—  particularly  when  we  have  to  dilute 
childrens'  mixtures  on  occasions  with  up 
to  5ml  of  syrup)  but  it's  a  novel  idea  to 
awaken  the  patients  to  the  problem,  and 
expect  them  to  do  something  to  help 
themselves.  Heresy  .  .  .  like  turning 
against  God  and  the  Manufacturers! 

Floor-wipers 

We  read  from  a  report  in  Marketing  Week 
that  Uniehem  confidently  expect  to  wipe 
the  floor  with  the  competition  if  they  win 
their  "discount  or  profit  share"  court 
case  with  the  DHSS,  since  they  will  then 
be  the  only  company  able  to  offer  drugs  at 
a  reduced  price  immune  from  the  DHSS 
snatchback.  That  seems  to  be  a  bit  of  a 
sweeping  conclusion  by  the  magazine, 
because  I  can't  see  there's  a  chance  in  hell 
of  keeping  the  Uniehem  handout  in  the 
long  term. 

We  don't  know,  until  the  courts 
decide  whether  Uniehem  members  will  get 
a  short-term  benefit;  whether  all  other 
contractors  will  have  to  pay  for  their 
advantage  through  the  averaging  system, 
or  whether  it's  all  been  a  red  herring  and  a 
lot  of  show-biz  raz-a-matazz  causing 
confusion  and  consternation.  What  I  am 
sure  is  that  the  DHSS  sets  out  to  pay  us 
our  net  ingredient  cost,  and  whatever 
"organisational"  mechanism  is  used  to 
provide  a  kickback,  that  is  the  price  they 
will  eventually  find  a  way  of  paying. 

Before  any  contractor  thinks  to 
abandon  his  present  suppliers  I  suggest  he 
works  out  the  reasons  for  a  change  on  the 
solid  grounds  of  service,  in-stock 
situations,  credit  and  discount  rather  than 
the  heady  nebula  of  a  promised  bonanza, 
which  I  reckon  could  turn  out  to  be  a 
grey,  wet  floorcloth  indeed.  ■

COUNTERPRESCRIBING 


Avoiding  and  treating 
the  holiday  ills 

by  Dr  A.  Li  Wan  Po,  MPS,  department  of  pharmacy, 
University  of  Aston 


About  150  million  people  travel  on 
scheduled  international  air  services  each 
year  and  a  smaller  but  still  significant 
number  travel  by  sea  or  overland  to  exotic 
places.  For  most  of  these  travellers,  their 
trips  turn  out  to  be  joyful.  Some  however 
suffer  from  periods  of  illness  which  could 
have  been  prevented  easily  had  a  few 
precautions  been  taken  at  the  onset  or 
during  their  voyages. 


Travel  sickness 

Some  of  the  hazards  of  foreign  travel  will, 
of  course,  depend  on  the  destination. 
Others  such  as  travel  sickness  know  no 
such  bounds.  Sensitive  individuals  may 
suffer  from  travel  sickness  irrespective  of 
the  length  of  the  journeys  or  of  the  mode 
of  transport,  but  the  rougher  and  longer 
journeys  are  more  likely  to  lead  to 
problems.  Much  of  the  work  on  the 
suppression  of  travel  sickness  originated 
from  the  need  to  transport  troops  over 
long  distances  on  rough  seas  during  the 
second  world  war  and  more  latterly  from 
the  need  to  suppress  the  distressing 
symptoms  during  space  travel. 

Surprisingly,  the  theories  put  forward 
for  explaining  travel  sickness  are  still  the 
subject  of  much  debate,  the  two  main 
ones  being  the  vestibular  overstimulation 
(VO)  theory  and  the  conflict  theory.  The 
basis  of  the  VO  theory  is  that  motion 
sickness  is  due  to  excessive  and  repetitive 
stimulation  of  the  labyrinthine  or 


vestibular  structures  intimately  concerned 
with  positional  equilibrium. 

The  theory,  however,  fails  to  explain 
several  important  observations.  For 
example,  it  cannot  explain  why  motion 
sickness  can  be  induced  without  the 
subject  moving  by  placing  him  in  a  room 
with  a  rotating  visual  field.  Similarly,  it 
fails  to  account  for  the  occurrence  of 
motion  sickness  following  the  removal  of 
the  primary  stimulus,  the  so-called  malde 
debarquement,  observed  following  the 
completion  of  long  sea  voyages. 

The  conflict  theory  overcomes  some  of 
these  shortcomings  and  postulates  that 
travel  sickness  results  from  a  mismatch  of 
information  reaching  the  spatial 
integrating  centres  of  the  brain  from  the 
eyes,  the  vestibular  system  and  the  non- 
vestibular  proprioceptors.  Such  a 
situation  can  be  generated  in  the 
laboratory  by  placing  a  subject  on  a 
revolving  chair  and  moving  his  head  in  an 
axis  other  than  that  of  the  chair's 
rotation.  A  sensory  rearrangement  takes 
place  in  that  information  arising  from  one 
set  of  receptors  is  systematically 
rearranged  so  that  it  becomes 
incompatible  with  the  other  inputs.  The 
end-result  is  travel  sickness. 

In  the  mismatch  of  information,  the 
vestibular  and  the  central  integrating 
centres  are  always  involved.  The  visual 
component  and  the  other  proprioceptors 
may  or  may  not  be  involved.  In  situations 
where  the  eyes  are  at  least  partly 
responsible  for  the  mismatch,  the  closing 
of  the  eyes  or  repositioning  of  the  subject 


so  that  conflict  is  removed  helps  in 
minimising  symptoms.  This  will  in  certain 
circumstances  entail  positioning  of  the 
subject  so  that  moving  visual  fields  can  be 
seen. 

The  most  distressing  symptoms  of 
travel  sickness  are  nausea  and  vomiting 
and,  not  surprisingly,  antiemetics  are 
first-line  products  for  its  prevention  and 
alleviation.  Prophylaxis  is  the  more 
logical  approach  to  management, 
particularly  when  drugs  are  to  be  given 
orally.  The  drugs  used  fall  into  two  main 
categories,  the  antihistamines  and  the 
anticholinergics  of  which  hyoscine  is  the 
best  available  in  this  context.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  both  groups  of  drugs  are 
effective  for  the  prophylaxis  of  travel 
sickness. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  anti- 
histamines exert  their  antiemetic  effects  by 
virtue  of  their  anticholinergic  side  effects. 
Recent  work,  however,  indicates  that  H, 
receptor  blockade  may  be  important  in  its 
own  right  in  the  prevention  of  emesis.  In 
addition  dopamine  D2  receptor  blockade 
also  appears  useful.  Finally  drugs  which 
activate  central  sympathetic  areas  may 
also  be  active  at  suppressing  motion 
sickness.  This  is  borne  out  by  the 
effectiveness  of  the  amphetamines  in  this 
capacity.  Few  would  consider  these  as 
suitable  for  the  control  of  travel  sickness 
but  there  may  be  a  role  for  them  in  the 
management  of  vomiting  associated  with 
cytotoxic  drug  therapy. 

What  form  should  prophylaxis  take? 
For  novices  of  sea  or  air  travel,  unless 
there  is  a  previous  history  of  travel 
sickness  on  land,  there  is  usually  no  need 
for  any  prophylactic  agent.  Infants  are 
not  usually  prone  to  travel  sickness  and 
prophylaxis  is  therefore  futile.  For  adults, 
hyoscine  with  an  oral  dose  of  300  to  600 
meg  is  probably  the  most  effective  agent 
for  journeys  lasting  up  to  three  hours.  For

Travel  sickness

longer  journeys  repeated  doses,  which 
tend  to  lead  to  unpleasant  side  effects,  are 
required.  Under  such  conditions 
meclozine  is  preferred,  the  usual  adult 
dose  being  50mg  twelve  hourly. 

It  is  tempting  for  the  individual 
susceptible  to  travel  sickness  to  increase 
the  recommended  doses.  This  is  generally 
ill-advised.  Indeed  for  hyoscine,  a 
doubling  of  the  600mcg  dose  has  been 
shown  to  lead  to  a  higher  incidence  of  side 
effects  than  the  lower  doses.  The  recent 
reports  of  the  successful  trans-epidermal 
delivery  of  hyoscine  may  prove  hyoscine 
to  be  the  agent  of  first  choice  for  long 
journeys  too.  Some  additional  clinical 
trials  will  be  required  to  test  this. 

In  the  meantime,  if  the  antihistamines 
and  conventional  dosage  forms  of 
hyoscine  fail  to  give  relief,  it  may  well  be 
worthwhile  to  go  back  to  nature  and 
experiment  with  powdered  ginger  root 
which,  according  to  a  recent  report,  is 
more  effective  than  the  antihistamine 
dimenhydrinate.  The  ideal  is,  of  course, 
to  book  one's  journey  on  transport  vessels 
serving  melon  and  ground  ginger  at  every 
meal! 


Malaria 


For  those  travelling  to  countries  where 
malaria  is  endemic,  chemoprophylaxis  is 
essential.  Except  for  the  rare  case  of 
acquisition  of  malaria  during  blood 
transfusions,  all  malarial  infections  in 
Britain  are  now  acquired  during  overseas 
visits  to  malarious  areas.  There  is  however 
the  fear  that  should  a  large  enough  pool 
of  infected  human  subjects  accumulate, 
spread  of  malaria  within  Britain  may  once 
again  be  a  problem.  The  vector 
mosquitoes  are  still  available. 

Malaria  is  caused  by  protozoa  of  the 
genus  Plasmodium  and  is  usually 
transmitted  by  the  Anopheles  mosquito. 
Four  species  of  Plasmodium  are  of 
importance  in  human  malaria: 
P. falciparum,  P.vivax,  P.  ovale  and 
P.malariae.  With  the  latter  two,  relapses 
are  more  common  than  with  the  former; 
and  P.falciparum  malaria  is  the  most 
dangerous.  The  latter  is  sometimes 
referred  to  as  malignant  tertian  malaria. 

Following  injection  by  the  mosquitoes 
into  the  host,  the  parasites  migrate  to  the 
liver  where  they  develop  into  schizonts. 


During  this  stage,  the  patient  is 
symptomless.  The  schizonts  eventually 
develop  into  merozoites  which  are 
released  into  the  bloodstream  to  parasitise 
erythrocytes.  These  red  blood  cells 
eventually  burst  under  the  strain  of  the 
multiplying  parasites  and  cause  the  fever 
associated  with  malaria.  This  can, 
depending  on  the  parasite  involved,  show 
a  tertian  or  quartan  pattern  but  more 
diffuse  elevation  of  body  temperature  is 
also  possible. 

The  main  effects  of  malaria  are  on  the 
red  blood  cells.  On  parasitisation, 
deformation  of  the  cells  leads  to  blockage 
of  the  small  blood  vessels  and  oxygen 
transport  capacity  is  impaired.  On 
disruption,  malaria  antigens  and  other 
toxins  are  released.  Local  damage  is 
inflicted  on  various  organs  of  the  body 
including  the  kidneys,  liver  and  the  brain. 
Prophylaxis  therefore  makes  sense. 

For  areas  where  drug-resistance  is  not 
a  problem,  proguanil,  chloroquine  and 
pyrimethamine  are  all  satisfactory. 
Proguanil  is  given  daily  while  with 
chloroquine  and  pyrimethamine,  a  weekly 
dose  is  adequate.  Doses  recommended  by 
the  manufacturers  should  be  followed.

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There  is  still  much  debate  about  the  best 
choice.  While  at  first  consideration,  a 
drug  with  less  frequent  dosing  would 
appear  preferable  to  one  requiring  a  daily 
dose,  one  with  a  weekly  dose  has  several 
potential  drawbacks.  A  weekly  dose  is 
more  easily  forgotten  than  a  daily  dose 
and  its  omission  may  also  have  more 
serious  repercussions.  If  an  idiosyncratic 
reaction  develops,  a  changeover  from  a 
drug  with  a  shorter  half-life  is  less 
problematic. 

Although  absorption  of  all  the 
commonly  used  antimalarial  drugs  from 
conventional  dosage  forms  is  sufficiently 
rapid  for  protection  to  be  obtained  within 
half  an  hour  of  oral  ingestion,  it  is 
recommended  that  for  drugs  with  a  daily 
dose,  initiation  of  drug  chemoprophylaxis 
should  take  place  several  days  before 
arrival  in  the  malarious  area  in  order  to 
develop  the  drug-taking  routine  and  to 
allow  sufficient  time  for  drug-changeover 
should  an  adverse  reaction  develop  to  the

first  drug.  It  is  often  assumed  that  chemo- 
prophylaxis is  no  longer  necessary  once 
one  leaves  the  malarious  area.  However, 
because  maturation  of  the  parasites  may 
be  delayed,  it  is  recommended  that 
chemoprophylaxis  should  be  continued 
for  about  four  weeks  after  the  last 
exposure  to  the  parasitised  mosquitoes. 


Drug  resistance 


An  alarming  problem  in  the  control  of 
malaria  is  the  development  of  drug- 
resistance  by  the  parasites.  Chemo- 
prophylaxis becomes  extremely  difficult 
because  most  of  the  standard  drugs  are 
ineffective  against  the  chloroquine- 
resistant  strains.  Under  such  conditions, 
combination  antimalarial  drugs  are 
recommended,  the  two  most  popular 
being  the  sulphadoxine  /  pyrimethamine 
and  the  dapsone  /  pyrimethamine 
combinations.  Both  rely  on  a  two- 
pronged  attack  on  a  single  biochemical 
pathway  and  can  therefore  theoretically 
be  expected  to  show  some  advantage  over 
the  single  agents.  The  better  match  in  the 
half-liyes  of  the  component  drugs  makes 
the  sulphadoxine  combination 
theoretically  preferable  to  the  dapsone 
combination  but  this  has  to  be  viewed 
against  the  much  broader  clinical 
experience  obtained  with  the  latter. 

One  of  the  major  problems  associated 
with  dealing  with  chloroquine-resistant 
malaria  is  that  of  knowing  where  such 
resistance  exists.  Up  to  date  information  is 
not  readily  available  but  information 
centres  based  in  hospitals  with  specialist 
units  in  tropical  medicine  are  useful 
reference  points. 

Having  got  to  the  malarious  area,  it  is 
still  useful  to  take  steps  to  minimise 
exposure  to  the  infected  mosquitoes  if 
only  to  reduce  the  discomfort  which  can 
arise  from  mosquito  bites.  More 
importantly,  minimising  exposure  is  a 
useful  insurance  against  drug  failure 
because  no  drug  or  drug  combination  is 
totally  effective.  Indeed  the  advice  is  that 
despite  rigorous  chemoprophylaxis, 
anyone  who  develops  unexplained  fever 
following  a  visit  to  a  region  where  malaria 
is  endemic  should  be  screened  for  malaria. 

Staying  in  an  air-conditioned  hotel  is 
clearly  less  hazardous  than  camping  out 
on  safari  but  then  the  cosiness  of  a  four- 
star  hotel  probably  destroys  the  fun  for 
the  tourist  intent  in  enjoying  the  delights 
of  life  in  the  wild.  For  them  an  insect 
repellent  is  a  useful  aid.  Diethyltoluamide 
and  diethylphthalate  either  alone  or  in 
combination  are  the  most  widely  used 
effective  insect  repellents.  Both  possess 
good  solvent  properties  and  contact  with 
plastics  such  as  spectacles,  contact  lenses 
and  acetate  clothing  should  be  avoided. 
Creams,  gels  and  sticks  are  all  useful 
where  only  the  head  and  limbs  are 
exposed.  When  bikini-clad,  a  spray  with 
its  more  efficient  delivery  of  the  insect 
repellent  is  advantageous.  Sprays  should 
not  be  directed  to  the  face  but  to  the 
palms  and  then  smoothed  over  it. 


Diarrhoea 


Less  dangerous  but  more  immediately 
devastating  than  malaria  as  far  as  holiday 
enjoyment  is  concerned,  is  diarrhoea. 
Ideas  put  forward  for  explaining  the  high 
incidence  of  traveller's  diarrhoea  among 
tourists,  have  included  disruption  of 
circadian  rhythm,  psychological  stress  and 
foreign  foods.  The  majority  of  cases  are 
now  thought  to  be  due  to  entero- 
pathogenic  strains  of  Escherichia  coli. 
Occasionally  more  exotic  micro- 
organisms such  as  Campylobacter  species 
and  Giardia  lamblia  are  involved.  These 
lead  to  more  persistent  diarrhoea  which 
may  often  need  antimicrobial  therapy  to 
clear. 

For  most  people,  symptomatic 
treatment  is  adequate  and  rehydration 
with  polyelectrolyte  solutions  is  generally 
regarded  as  being  the  most  satisfactory 
form  of  management.  The  choice  of 
rehydration  fluids  has  been  considered  in 
a  recent  issue  of  this  journal  (Babycare 
supplement,  February  20,  p3).  There  is  no 
convincing  data  to  show  that  the 
traditional  absorbent -based  anti- 
diarrhoeal  products  are  effective  but  a 
case  can  still  be  made  for  their  placebo 
effect. 


Conclusion 


Three  of  the  main  health  problems 
associated  with  travel  have  been 
considered.  Other  factors  which  are 
equally  important  will  have  to  be  borne  in 
mind  by  the  traveller.  These  include  the 
essential  vaccinations  against  diseases 
such  as  polio,  typhoid  and  cholera, 
although  entry  requirements  to  foreign 
countries  usually  ensure  that  these  are 
taken  care  of.  Other  health  hazards 
include: 

□  The  uncritical  use  of  medicines  bought 
in  countries  where  pharmaceutical 
legislation  is  more  lax  or  less  closely 
observed:  Chloramphenicol  and 
clioquinol,  for  example,  are  still  available 
for  the  treatment  of  diarrhoea  in  some 
countries; 

□  Schistosomiasis  from  bathing  in 
stagnant  fresh  waters; 

□  Intestinal  worm  infestations  from 
eating  undercooked  meats  in  countries 
where  meat  inspection  is  often  unheard 
of; 

□  Bites  from  insects,  snakes  and  other 
venomous  organisms. 

It  is  not  possible  to  eliminate  all  the 
health  risks  of  foreign  travel  but  they  can 
certainly  be  reduced.  ■

PSGB  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Next  fees  rise  to  be 
*  below  inflation' 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  finances 
were  so  healthy  last  year  that  the  next  fee 
increase  will  be  less  than  the  expected  level 
of  inflation.  But  an  appeal  will  be 
launched  to  help  the  Society's  charities, 
badly  hit  by  inflation. 

The  treasurer,  Mr  J.  P.  Kerr,  told  the 
Society's  annual  meeting  last  week  that 
the  General  Fund  showed  a  surplus  of 
£169,000  income  over  expenditure  at 
December  31,  1981.  Publishing  activities 
did  far  better  than  expected  and,  while 
inflation  continued  to  have  an  effect,  its 
rate  of  increase  was  slowing  and  would 
hopefully  reach  single  figures  this  year. 

In  the  present  economy,  fee  increases 
were  almost  impossible  to  avoid  if 
standards  were  to  be  maintained,  but  the 
Society  was  lucky  in  that  publishing 
activities  helped  to  cushion  the  worst 
effects  of  inflation.  Martindale,  due  to  be 
published  later  this  year,  would  improve 
cash  flow  in  1983. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  associated 
charities  had  suffered  from  inflation,  Mr 
Kerr  continued.  Income  during  1981  fell 
short  of  outgoings  by  over  £20,000  and  he 
wondered  how  long  the  Society  could  give 
this  level  of  assistance,  which  was  still 
"pitifully  small".  Much  more  money  was 
needed  if  the  profession  was  to  care  for  its 
less  fortunate  members,  and  an  appeal 
would  be  launched  later  this  year. 

Meanwhile,  he  asked  all  members  to 
think  seriously  about  their  responsibilities 
and  make  some  contribution.  "I  suggest 
an  absolute  minimum  covenant  of  £10," 
he  said,  "and  don't  forget  to  make 
provision  in  your  will  —  even  a  legacy  as 
small  as  £250  helps".  Forms  of  covenant 
and  codicil  to  wills  are  available  from  the 
Society's  headquarters. 


Clothier  at  crucial  stage 


Earlier  the  president,  Professor  A. 
Beckett,  said  that  discussions  were  at  a 
crucial  stage  on  draft  regulations  to 
implement  the  Clothier  Committee's 
recommendations.  The  Society  had  set  up 
a  small  working  group  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  to  consider  the  proposals  in 
detail  and  the  work  was  almost  complete. 

Professor  Beckett  believed  that  one  of 
the  saddest  developments  in  1981  was  the 
University  Grants  Committee's  grant 
letter  which  amounted  to  a  recommended 
cut  in  pharmacy  students  of  25  per  cent  or 
more.  The  UGC  1982  spring  grant  letter 
was  awaited  in  the  hope  that  the  Society's

representations  would  be  acknowledged 
by  an  appropriate  comment  about 
pharmacy  education. 

Dealings  with  the  National  Advisory 
Body  for  Local  Authority  Higher 
Education  had  also  been  far  from 
satisfactory,  Professor  Beckett  continued. 
The  Society  had  been  invited  to  give 
evidence  to  its  working  group  but  was  also 
pressing  for  representation  within  the 
group,  together  with  tripartite  discussion 
on  the  total  provision  of  pharmacy 
education  between  the  Society,  UGC  and 
the  new  advisory  body.  In  all  these 
discussions  the  aims  were  to  keep  any 
reduction  in  pharmacy  student  numbers 
to  not  much  more  than  10  per  cent  and  to 
maintain  the  balance  between  university 
and  public  sector  education. 

Other  points  from  the  president's 
speech  included  the  following: 

□  A  further  approach  had  been  made  to 
the  Health  Minister  to  institute  a  pilot 
triple  prescription  scheme. 

□  Martindale  will  also  be  distributed  as 
an  electronic  publication  in  1983. 
Martindale  Online  would  enable  users 
with  suitable  terminals  to  delve  deeper 
than  the  book's  indexes  would  allow.  A 
new  Dental  Practitioners '  Formulary  will 
be  published  with  the  BNF  No.  4. 

□  The  Society's  involvement  in  legal 
matters  had  grown  substantially  during 
the  past  18  months  following 
implementation  of  Part  III  of  the 
Medicines  Act.  The  Society  now  had 
power  to  enforce  legislation  covered  by 
the  old  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  with  the 
result  that  complaints  formerly  made  by 
the  public  to  local  authorities  were 


directed  to  the  Society  instead.  The 
Society  also  had  the  duty  to  list  vendors  of 
animal  medicines  —  about  3,000  —  and 
the  average  inspector  now  spent  perhaps 
40  per  cent  of  his  time  outside 
pharmacies. 

□  The  new  registration  certificate  should 
be  ready  for  distribution  next  month. 

Commenting  on  the  annual  report,  Mr 
Stanley  Bubb,  Dorset  Branch,  who  had 
never  believed  too  many  pharmacists  were 
being  trained,  thought  it  ironical  that 
Council  should  protest  when  the  UGC 
took  seriously  its  recommendation  that 
student  numbers  should  be  cut.  He  also 
believed  Council  should  reconsider  its 
"deplorable"  advice  that  pharmacists 
with  PhDs  should  not  call  themselves 
"Dr".  Professor  Beckett  pointed  out  that 
the  "gentleman's  agreement"  with  heads 
of  schools  to  cut  student  intake  by  about 
10  per  cent  was  far  less  than  the  UGC's  25 
per  cent. 

Mr  S.  Durham,  Sheffield,  said 
Council  should  regularly  "ram  home"  to 
leapfroggers  that  what  they  were  doing 
was  unethical  and  degrading  to  the 
profession. 


'No'  to  certificate 


Mr  C.  Preston-Robinson,  Mansfield, 
proposed  a  special  motion  that  Council 
should  institute  "a  suitably  designed  and 
worded  certificate  which  could  be  sent  to 
all  pharmacists  of  good  standing  who 
have  completed  50  years  as  a 
pharmacist."  While  not  decrying  the 
current  letter  of  congratulations,  sent  to 
all  those  celebrating  50  years  on  the 
Register,  Mr  Preston-Robinson  felt  that 
such  an  important  milestone  deserved 
more  tangible  recognition.  He  suggested 
that  the  certificate  would  not  be  displayed 
in  pharmacies  but  kept  at  home  as  the 
property  of  the  recipient.  The  branch 
secretary  could  arrange  to  have  it  framed 
and  presented  at  a  special  function  to 
which  local  Press  would  be  invited. 

However,  Mr  John  Mitchell,  Leeds 
branch,  objected  to  the  words 
"pharmacist  of  good  standing".  He 
thought  certificates  should  go  to  all 
pharmacists  or  the  present  system 
continued  in  which  Fellowships  were 
awarded  to  those  who  had  served  the 
profession  well,  with  longevity  recognised 
by  a  letter. 

Mr  James  Millar,  Dorset,  thought  that 
the  money  could  be  put  to  better  use  than 
"giving  we  oldies  a  wee  bit  of  paper  to 
comfort  us  in  our  old  age".  In  view  of  the 
plight  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  he  felt  that 
priorities  should  lie  with  the  younger, 
more  needy  members  or  their  widows.  Mr 
Lewis  estimated  there  would  be  about  250 
certificates  a  year  costing  about  £4  each. 
The  motion  was  defeated.  ■

Counterprescribing-  extend 
drug  range  to  include  POMs 


A  wider  range  of  drugs  that  can  be 
counterprescribed  by  the  pharmacist  was 
called  for  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Branch  Representatives  meeting  last 
week.  "The  present  limited  range  of 
medication  available  to  us  is  the  single 
most  restricting  factor  in  our  developing 
role,"  said  Mr  W.  Clapinski,  North 
Staffordshire,  proposing  the  motion  that 
"in  order  to  reflect  the  increased 
professional  role  of  the  pharmacist,  and 
to  benefit  the  patient,  the  Society  should 
urgently  press  for  an  increase  in  the 
preparations  that  can  be 
counterprescribed  by  pharmacists,  which 
should  include  items  at  present  on  the 
POM  list,  and  should  compile  a 
'pharmaceutical  formulary'  for  minor 
ailments." 

In  outlining  the  development  of  the 
profession  over  the  years,  Mr  Clapinski 
told  the  meeting  that  it  is  the  area  of 
patient  counselling  "that  provides  the 
greatest  potential  of  development  for  the 
future.  Because  of  our  ready  availability 
coupled  with  our  medical  colleagues 
retreat  to  less  easily  accessible  group 
practices,  we  are  increasingly  being  called 
upon  to  advise  on  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments."  He  also  pointed  out  that  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Association  had 
stated  its  intention  to  press  for  the 
introduction  of  a  review  system  that  will 
make  it  possible  to  re-classify  POMs. 

In  answer  to  a  request  from  Mr  J. 
Millar,  Dorset,  for  the  Society's  position, 
a  statement  was  read  which  said:  "For 
several  years  the  Society  has  attempted  to 
identify  POMs  for  which  a  good  case 
could  be  compiled  for  changing  from 
POM  to  Pharmacy  Only.  These  attempts 
have  not  been  resolved  successfully. 
Council  believes  cases  for  change  from 
POM  to  Pharmacy  Only  should  come 
from  practising  pharmacists.  Council 
would  be  pleased  to  accept  suggestions, 
but  they  must  be  supported  by  reasoned 
argument."  The  motion  was  passed  with  a 
large  majority. 


Registration  fees 


The  branch  representatives  believe  the 
Society  should  charge  newly  registered 
pharmacists  a  proportion  of  the  annual 
retention  fee  related  to  the  month  of 
registration.  They  chose  to  ignore  a 
warning  from  the  treasurer,  Mr  J.  Kerr, 
that  the  remission  of  a  full  year's  fees  for 
newly  registered  pharmacists  would  cost 
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the  Society  —  and  therefore  the  existing 
members  —  £60,000  (six  months,  £30,000 
and  from  September  £25,000). 

Mr  K.  Jenkins,  Kings  Lynn,  proposing 
the  motion  pointed  out  pharmacists 
registering  in  say,  September,  paid  the  full 
fee  then  and  again  in  January  for  their 
first  full  year.  Mr  J.  Hinder,  Plymouth 
thought  this  was  "iniquitous"  and  Miss 
M.  A.  Noblet,  BPSA,  in  an  emotional 
speech,  evidently  thought  the  same. 

The  representatives  also  endorsed  a 
resolution  calling  for  pharmacies 
dispensing  more  than  2,000  items  per 
month  to  employ  a  second  pharmacist  for 
not  less  than  20  hours  a  week  of 
"simultaneous  presence  and 
supervision."  Mr  D.  Burt,  Cardiff,  said 
his  motion  went  one  step  further  than  the 
declared  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee. 

Mr  Graham  Miller,  Edinburgh, 
backed  the  motion:  "The  community 
pharmacy  is  the  'shop  window'  of  the 
profession.  Now  that  we  are  consulted 
more  and  more  by  the  public  we  need 
more  time.  .  .',  he  said. 


CDs-  prescribing  and  custody 


A  number  of  motions  were  debated 
concerning  the  prescribing  and  safe 
custody  of  Controlled  Drugs.  A  motion 
from  Dover  which  called  for  Council  to 
press  for  an  updating  on  storage 
regulations  to  include  a  stronger  cupboard 
and  more  secure  fitting  was  rejected.  Mr 
J.  Fish,  proposing,  said  that  there  had 
been  complaints  that  the  present  CD 
cabinets  were  not  adequate.  Mrs  S.  Irvine, 
seconding,  said  that  they  were  not  able  to 
withstand  moderate  force,  and  the 
alternative  of  having  a  certificate  issued 
for  a  safe  was  time  consuming  and 
unwieldy.  Mr  I.  Caldwell,  Glasgow, 
opposing  the  motion,  said  that 
pharmacies  were  treated  as  "drug  banks" 
by  criminals  —  75  had  been  broken  into  in 
Glasgow  in  1981  and  17  pharmacists  had 
been  assaulted  —  and  he  did  not  wish  to 
jeopardise  his  staff.  Mr  S.  Bubb,  Dorset, 
echoing  that  opinion,  said  it  was  the 
premises  that  needed  protection  rather 
than  the  CD  cupboard,  and  the  only  way 
that  could  be  done  was  with  a  burglar 
alarm. 

Consequently  a  motion  from  the 
Northern  Scottish  Branch,  "that  the 
Society  should  press  the  Government  to 
subsidise  the  extra  cost  incurred  by 


pharmacists  of  making  their  premises 
secure  against  the  theft  of  CDs  and 
abused  drugs,"  received  the  support  of 
the  meeting.  Proposing  the  motion,  Mrs 
P.  Houghton  said  not  to  stock  CDs  would 
reduce  the  level  of  pharmaceutical  service, 
but  dispensing  doctors  got  financial 
support  in  this  respect  and  she  would  like 
to  see  the  same  for  pharmacies.  Mr  A. 
Asher,  East  Metropolitan,  although 
agreeing  with  the  motion,  felt  it  was  the 
business  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee,  and  that  such 
requests  should  go  through  them. 


Serially  numbered  scripts 


A  motion  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students  Association  that  "the  Society 
should  investigate  the  possibility  of  all 
prescription  pads  being  issued  with  serial 
numbers  in  order  to  make  stolen  forms 
more  easily  identifiable,"  was  passed 
without  dissent.  In  putting  the  motion, 
Miss  K.  Skeer  said  the  theft  of  pads  was  a 
regular  occurence.  With  serialised  scripts, 
the  stolen  serials  could  be  circulated,  and 
for  information  outside  the  local  area  a 
list  could  be  published  in  the 
pharmaceutical  Press.  But  a  motion  from 
Glasgow  that  the  incidence  of  forged 
prescriptions  could  be  minimised  if  the 
Society  was  to  press  for  the  use  of 
restricted,  distinctive  coloured 
FP10/GP10  forms  for  the  prescribing  of 
CDs  was  rejected. 

Advantages  for  the  idea  were  that  only 
one  or  two  forms  need  to  be  carried  by  the 
doctor,  the  pads  could  be  ordered 
individually,  and  would  not  be  so 
accessible  to  surgery  staff.  However,  Mr 
E.  Tallett,  Burnley,  said  the  system  would 
not  be  effective,  and  th  •  solution  was  in 
the  hands  of  pharmacists  themselves.  Mr 
W.  Howarth,  vice  president,  said  the 
matter  had  been  considered  by  Council 
after  discussions  with  the  Glasgow  Health 
Board.  It  was  felt  that  vigilance  was  better 
than  reliance  on  coloured  forms.  He 
reminded  the  meeting  that  a  working 
party  was  presently  examining  the  subject. 

A  motion  from  the  Scunthorpe  and 
Edinburgh  branches  proposing  that  the 
pack  sizes  of  all  CDs  and  barbiturates 
should  be  kept  to  a  minimum  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  stocks  stored  in  the 
pharmacy  was  carried.  Mr  G.  Millar, 
Edinburgh,  proposing,  said: 
"Prophylactic  attitudes  to  security  and 
stocks  of  CDs  stored  in  pharmacies  must 
be  adopted."  The  situation  must  be 
alleviated  by  reducing  the  incentive  to  the 
criminal  he  said  and  by  approaching  the 
manufacturers  to  reduce  the  pack  sizes. 
The  motion  "that  with  recent  events

'Protection'  fund  for 
'chemist  &  druggist' 

highlighting  the  ineffectual  position  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  either 
establishing  or  maintaining  a  proper 
pharmaceutical  service  in  this  country  in 
the  interests  of  the  public,  the  Council 
should  establish  a  substantial  fund  for 
amending  the  law  in  order  that  the  Society 
may  effectively  and  actively  participate  in 
the  protection  of  those  who  carry  on  the 
business  of  'chemist  and  druggist'  in  the 
widest  sense",  was  put  forward  jointly  by 
the  Sheffield  and  Dover  Branches  and 
proposed  in  a  strongly  worded  speech 
from  Mr  T.  Shipstone.  The 
pharmaceutical  service,  he  said,  is 
disproportionately  related  to  the 
population,  grown  up  from  the  lack  of 
control  of  the  siting  of  pharmacies. 
"Many  aims  of  our  negotiating  bodies  are 
entirely  negated  and  are  unrealistic  in  the 
present  circumstances,  whereby  a 
standard  cover  for  services  can  neither  be 
organised  or  guaranteed  as  a  model,  and 
as  evidence  that  a  reasonable  amount  of 
money  should  be  spent  in  maintenance  of 
the  service." 

There  is  money  in  pharmacy  for  the 
right  causes,  he  said,  citing  the  Tenterden 
funds,  "but  the  right  causes  need  spelling 
out  by  a  body  with  the  necessary  power  to 
implement  them,  and  this  at  the  present 
we  have  not  got."  A  new  Act  of 
Parliament  is  required,  he  concluded,  in 
order  that  the  Charter  may  be  changed  to 
give  back  the  powers  of  the  Society's 
ideals  cheerfully  abdicated  in  the  1920's. 

Professor  Beckett,  president,  in 
defending  the  present  charter,  said  the 
kind  of  changes  proposed  would  give  non- 
members  protection  under  the  charter.  He 
also  refuted  the  suggestion  that  the 
Society  constituted  a  barrier  to  the 
promotion  of  pharmacy,  saying  the  lack 
of  success  has  been  caused  by  lack  of 
finance  and  political  intransigence.  Mr  J. 
Millar,  Dorset,  said  he  found  it  difficult  to 
identify  the  nub  of  the  motion.  The 
motion  was  lost. 


Control  of  Register  size? 


from  the  older  end  of  the  Register,  rather 
than  the  younger. 

Council  were  asked  to  "get  off  the 
fence"  on  matters  where  the  profession 
was  being  opposed  by  bodies  outside  the 
profession  by  Mr  C.J.  Brant,  Southend. 
Many  pharmacists  felt  heartened  when 
Council  encouraged  them  to  break  the  law 
on  the  bulk  prescribing  issue,  he  said.  The 
Southend  branch  feel  Council  could  get 
involved  in  many  more  issues. 

Seconding  the  motion,  which  asked 
for  Council's  advice  and  guidance  on  a 
course  of  action  necessary  to  establish  or 
maintain  a  comprehensive  pharmaceutical 
service,  Mr  Cross  said:  "Council  —  please 
don't  disappoint  us."  The  motion  was 
carried. 

The  following  are  summaries  of 
motions  debated  and  passed  by  the 
delegates,  that:- 

□  Council  should  press  for  a  redesign  of 
theFPlO. 

□  Council  should  set  a  date  after  which 
pharmacists  would  not  be  obliged  to 
dispense  incomplete  prescriptions  or  those 
calling  for  more  than  30  days  supply. 

□  Council  should  look  for  ways  of 
subsidising  certain  BP  Conference 
delegates. 

□  A  more  accurate  standard  measure 
should  be  available  with  prescriptions 
instead  of  the  5ml  spoon. 

□  Health  Departments  permit  the  supply 
of  plastic  syringes  for  diabetic  use,  upon 
the  introduction  of  100/lOOu/ml  insulin. 

□  Council  should  discuss  with  the  GMC 
the  possibility  of  modifying  the  ethical 
codes  of  both  professions  to  preclude  the 
acceptance  of  any  inducements. 

□  The  assets  and  funds  of  unused 
memorial  prizes  etc  to  be  diverted  to  a 
worthwhile  project. 

□  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  should 
publish  details  of  forthcoming  post 
graduate  courses  at  monthly  intervals. 

□  Pharmaceutical  wholesale  warehouses 
should  always  have  a  pharmacist  in  charge 
of  the  storage  and  handling  of  medicines. 

□  The  Society  should  give  more  attention 
to  the  art  of  communication  by  making  it 
an  integral  part  of  the  education  of 
students  and  postgraduates. 

□  Prescribers  should  restrict  the 
quantities  of  drugs  on  prescription  to  no 
more  than  one  month's  supply. 

□  Council  should  set  a  date  from  which 
all  labels  on  dispensed  medicines  should 
be  typed  or  printed. 

A  second  BPSA  motion,  that  every 
preregistration  student  should  hold  a 
current  first  aid  certificate,  was  defeated. 

A  resolution  from  the  Bromley  branch 
that  the  Society  should  canvass  its 
members  through  a  questionnaire  in  the 
PJ,  as  to  how  its  contents  might  better 
reflect  the  interests  of  the  members,  was 
declared  "a  draw"  by  the  President  when 
it  was  put  to  the  vote. 

Mrs  B.  Jollye,  the  proposer,  summed 
up  her  feelings  by  declaring  that  the 
Journal  could  replace  hypnotics  if  used  as 
bed-time  reading.  Mr  Dengar  Evans, 
Gwent,  said,  "I  think  we  have  the  finest 
professional  journal  in  the  world".  ■

Tax  evasion 


You  say  (Comment  April  24)  that  the 
controversial  article  in  a  recent  issue  of 
Which?  "was  designed  to  indicate  that 
certain  medicines  might  be  purchased  for 
less  than"  £1.30.  You  then  comment, 
"Nothing  wrong  with  that." 

No,  Sir,  there  is  everything  wrong  with 
that,  for  your  remark  quite  overlooks  the 
reason  why  there  has  to  be  any  levy  at  all. 

Medicines  provided  on  the  National 
Health  Service  are  still  free.  The  levy  is 
designed  to  be  a  contribution  to  the  cost 
of  the  service  as  a  whole,  in  spite  of  the 
stupid  way  in  which  it  is  calculated.  The 
fact  that  a  prescription  has  been  issued 
shows  the  service  has  been  used,  and  that 
is  what  the  patient  has  to  pay  for.  It  is  our 
unfortunate  duty  to  have  to  collect  on 
behalf  of  Her  Majesty's  government, 
whether  we  want  to  or  not  (and  I, 
personally,  resent  having  to  do  it). 

The  official  notice  on  my  pharmacy 
door  describes  the  charge  as  a  "tax," 
which  is  correct.  That  is  the  explanation 
that  I  always  give  to  customers  who  ask  if 
it  would  be  "cheaper  to  buy  it,"  and  it  has 
always  been  accepted. 

For  the  Consumers'  Association  (or 
you,  for  that  matter)  to  suggest  that 
anyone  can  get  out  of  paying  the  tax  is 
rather  like  Which?  publishing  articles  on 
how  to  stay  at  a  hotel  and  leave  without 
settling  the  bill,  or  how  to  travel  by  bus 
without  paying  the  fare.  Non-payment  of 
the  levy  is  tax  evasion,  and  that  is  a  crime. 
Anyone  who  tears  up  a  prescription  and 
offers  to  sell  the  same  stuff  for  less  than 
the  statutory  levy  is  "aiding  and 
abetting,"  if  not  actually  committing  a 
criminal  act.

Industry  calls  for  switch 
of  POMs  to  countersale 

The  18th  annual  meeting  of  the  European  Proprietary 
Association  (AESGP)  was  held  in  Athens  last  week.  The 
theme  was  'Health  for  all  —  new  challenges  for  self- 
medication'  and  prominent  among  several  of  the  papers 
were  suggestions  that  a  much  wider  range  of  over-the- 
counter  medicines  should  be  available. 


Instead  of  thinking  that  drugs  should  be 
basically  prescription-only  with  a  few 
OTC  medicines  exempted,  health 
authorities  should  consider  making  all 
drugs  OTC  unless  there  are  strong  reasons 
to  the  contrary. 

This  argument  was  advanced  by 
Professor  F.A.  Nelemans  of  the 
pharmacotherapy  department,  Utrecht 
University.  Speaking  at  the  meeting, 
Professor  Nelemans  pointed  out  that 
more  drugs  were  used  for  self-medication 
than  those  actually  designated  as  OTC. 
Patients  often  used  prescribed  medicines 
only  when  they  considered  it  necessary  — 
in  angina  therapy,  for  example  —  and 
there  were  other  drugs  where  the  doctor 
had  no  control  over  the  daily  intake,  such 
as  oral  contraceptives  and  hypnotics, 
where  the  prescription  was  more  of  a 
distribution  paper  than  a  recipe. 

The  choice  of  our  current  OTC 
medicines  was  perhaps  based  more  on 
tradition,  habit  and  preconceived  ideas 
rather  than  on  logic,  he  suggested.  Would 
it  not  be  more  reasonable  to  make  all 
drugs  OTC  unless  this  was  against  the 
interest  of  the  patient  or  society? 

He  put  forward  four  categories  where 
an  OTC  status  would  not  be  appropriate: 
when  an  expert's  supervision  was  needed, 
as  in  anti-cancer  therapy;  when  misuse 
would  be  harmful  to  the  community,  for 
example  resistant  bacteria  caused  by 
antibiotic  misuse;  when  misuse  would  be 
harmful  to  the  individual  because  the  drug 
easily  produced  dependence,  and  in  the 
treatment  of  mental  illness  where  patients 
could  not  judge  their  own  situation 
correctly. 

Professor  Nelemans  cautioned  that  a 
number  of  conditions  had  to  be  fulfilled  if 
more  drugs  were  to  be  available  without 
prescription.  Package  leaflets  must 
contain  all  the  information  necessary  for  a 
safe  and  justified  use  of  the  drug,  given  in 
such  a  way  that  the  average  layman  had 
not  the  slightest  difficulty  in 
understanding.  Education  about 
medicines  should  be  taught  at  school  so 
that  the  public  could  learn  which  illness 
could  be  self-treated  and  what  the  dangers 


were.  Finally  every  patient  should  have  a 
"drug  passport"  so  that  all  the  medicines 
he  received  could  be  recorded. 

Because  patients  currently  received 
their  medicines  almost  exclusively  on 
prescription  they  are  not  involved  in  their 
therapy,  he  concluded.  Hence  they  are  not 
stimulated  to  use  drugs  conscientiously 
and  correctly.  The  more  intensively  a 
patient  is  involved  in  his  therapy,  the 
better  the  outcome  will  be.  Patients  have 
grown  up  and  need  treating  as  adults. 


Significant  OTC  trend 


This  theme  was  continued  by  Mr  James 
Cope,  president  of  the  US  Proprietary 
Association.  He  spoke  about  the 
prescription-to-OTC  trend  in  the  US  —  a 
"  trend  that  promises  to  become  one  of 
the  most  exciting,  promising  and 
significant  movements  in  the  drug  field" 

—  and  the  changing  image  of  self- 
medication.  "Just  20  years  ago  self- 
medication  was  like  sex  in  Victorian  times 

—  we  knew  it  went  on  but  certainly  didn't 
talk  about  it". 

Mr  Cope  identified  four  conditions 
that  made  self-medication  work:  good 
products,  complete  labelling,  truthful 
unrestricted  advertising,  and  widespread 
availability  in  all  kinds  of  retail  outlets. 
The  Food  and  Drug  Administration's 
review  of  all  American  counter  drugs  was 
providing  consumers  with  a  scientific  and 
governmental  "seal  of  approval"  he 
continued.  Moreover,  this  review  had 
provided  the  foundation  for  the  transfer 
of  prescription  drugs  to  OTC  status. 

The  outside  advisory  panels  appointed 
by  the  FDA  to  review  the  safety, 
effectiveness  and  labelling  of  OTC 
medicines  were  also  asked  to  suggest 
prescription  drugs  they  thought  should  be 
transferred  to  direct  consumer 
availability.  So  far  38  drugs  or  dosage 
forms  had  been  recommended  for 
transfer.  However  the  US  Proprietary 
Association  believed  the  panels  did  not 
review  the  entire  prescription  universe  but 
only  the  products  presented  to  them. 


Mr  James  Cope,  president,  US  Proprietary 
Association,  making  his  case  for  easy 
availability  of  many  prescription  drugs 

Last  year  the  Association  set  up  its 
own  "review  panel".  They  asked  one 
dental  and  five  medical  practitioners  what 
they  felt  about  the  general  trend  and 
whether,  in  their  view,  there  were 
additional  products  that  might  be 
considered  for  a  "switch".  The  panel  had 
identified  more  than  50  additional 
prescription  drugs  which  came  into  this 
category.  Mr  Cope  was  unable  to  give  the 
list  of  products  because  of  the  competitive 
nature  of  the  Association  but  had  listed  50 
conditions  amenable  to  self-treatment 
together  with  the  related  drug  categories 
considered  suitable  for  OTC  use. 

Many  of  these  drugs  are  already 
available  for  sale  through  pharmacies  in 
the  UK,  such  as  antacids,  antitussives, 
antihistamines  and  laxatives,  but  the  list 
also  included  oestrogens,  topical 
antibiotics  and  corticosteroids  for  treating 
acne,  systemic  antibiotics  for  bronchitis, 
antiemetics  for  nausea  and  vomiting  and 
H2  blockers  for  peptic  ulcer.  Mr  Cope  said 
an  ingredient  should  only  be  "switched" 
when  it  was  safe,  effective,  well-proven 
and  could  be  properly  labelled  for  the 
consumer.  He  cited  topical 
hydrocortisone  as  an  example;  after  25 
years  of  safe  and  effective  use  it  was  now 
being  sold  over  the  counter  in  the  States  to 
great  consumer  benefit. 

Mr  Cope  also  used  the  example  of 
topical  hydrocortisone  to  point  out  that 
US  pharmacists  had  nothing  to  fear  from 
the  trend  of  prescription  to  OTC. 
Pharmacists  were  continuing  to  sell  the 
bulk  of  OTC  hydrocortisone  and  at  the 
same  time  dermatologists  were  writing 
more  prescriptions  for  higher-strength 
preparations.  In  1980,  the  first  year  OTC 
hydrocortisone  was  available,  total  sales 
through  pharmacies  rose  by  408  per  cent. 
Prescription  sales  rose  from  $13  million  in 
1979  to  $15m  while  non-prescription  sales 
reached  $50m.B

Eight  Training 
Boards  wound-up 

Final  winding-up  orders  have  now  been 
laid  before  Parliament  regarding  eight  of 
the  sixteen  Industrial  Training  Boards 
which  are  to  be  abolished.  (C&D;  Nov  21, 
1981;  p985).  Orders  ending  the  lives  of  the 
remaining  boards,  including  the 
Distributive  Industry  Training  Board,  are 
expected  to  follow  "within  the  next  few 
weeks"  says  Mr  Peter  Morrison, 
Parliamentary  Under  Secretary  for  the 
Department  of  Employment. 

Commenting  on  the  boards  covered  by 
this  week's  orders,  among  them  the 
Chemical  Allied  Products  ITB,  Mr 
Morrison  said  he  was  satisfied  that 
employer  organisations  in  these  industries 
are  making  good  progress  in  setting  up 
satisfactory  alternative  training 
arrangements. 

The  orders  will  come  into  effect  on 
different  dates,  according  to  the 
timetables  agreed  between  the  individual 
boards  and  the  Manpower  Services 
Commission.  Mr  Morrison  also  pointed 
out  that  there  were,  of  the  remaining 
boards,  some  industries  where  he  was 
looking  for  further  progress  in  setting  up 
satisfactory  alternative  arrangements. 

A  Department  of  Employment 
spokesman  told  C&D  the  Retail 
Consortium  had  been  instructed  on  April 
7  that  "significant  improvements  in  their 
proposed  arrangements"  would  be 
necessary  before  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Employment  could  be  advised  to  issue  the 
wind-up  order.  Since  then  both  the  Retail 
Consortium  and  its  constitutent 
organisations  have  strengthened  their 
arrangements,  he  added.  ■ 

First  quarter  loss 
for  Woolworth 

F.W.  Woolworth  have  recorded  a  pre-tax 
loss  of  £2. 348m  for  the  three  months 
ended  April  30.  This  represents  a  £4. 39m 
turnaround  from  the  previous  year's  first 
quarter  profit  of  £2. 042m.  Turnover  for 
the  period  showed  a  slight  increase, 
reaching  £228.  lm  from  the  previous 
year's  £210. 8m. 

The  loss  is  partly  attributable  to  higher 
interest  charges,  at  £3. 529m  as  against 
£1.912m.  This  year's  figure  includes

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any  special  action  to  promote  the 
development  of  biotechnology  in 
universities.

In  addition  to  blood  tests  for  acute  or 
immediate  reaction  to  allergens  IgE  and 
for  longer  acting  reaction  to  allergens  IgC, 
there  are  also  tests  for  auto-immune 
profile  immunofluorescence  and  the  nasal 
secretion  test  eosinophilia  (allergic 
rhinitis).
